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Upper lagoon remediation plans confirmed

The Town of Didsbury, with the help of ISL F^ngineering, 
has determined the Itest course of action in the rehabilita¬ 
tion and remediation of the upper sewage lagoons, 
according to Karen Henry, manager of planning and infra¬ 
structure for the town. 

She .said the plans will Ix' tend(>rerl this spring and the 
work done this year, as long as the town can mt'et all the 
nsjuirent«*nts by the province and county. 

“We'll 1 h* going to th«' county, as they've cmated a new 
land us<* district that they want this (lagcxm) switched 
ovr'r to,” said Henry. 

“It didn't exist al the time of creation for the lagoon, so 
it's a new land u.s<' district that they want us to u.s«'. So we 
have to go through that pnH-ess, th»‘ development (H'nnit 
pnK-ess and the tendering. And if it <lo<*s work out, we 
ho|K' to actually lx- able to get the coastniction done this 
year." 

The plan is to rehabilitate iuxl expiuid the upper 
lagiK)n.s, whiU‘ still meeting tlx‘ nsjuirements of the' 
provincial govenimeiit that enable the town to nxeive 
grants that will lx- pul towards the consiniclion, she 
explaiixHl. 

“Right now, we'n* oix'raling und<‘r what llu*y call a c(Kle 


of practice, which says if you are operating lagoons, and 
this is the way you operate a lag(xm, no further regulation 
is rf“quired," she said. 

“And what we were lcx)king for (in the mid 2000s), we 
were kxiking at trying to do some ntechanical treatment 
which might allow ils not to have to .store all yt'ar long, or 
to increase the capacity without incn'asing the hxrtprint, 
thes«' kinds of things." 


“It’d be good to get it before a boom 
picks up again and we can’t get 
reasonable prices from contractors 
and stuff like that. ’’

She noted that the provincial govenimenl wasn't inler- 
eshsl in funding that option through grants, so town offi¬ 
cials decidisi to rehabilitate the lag(M>ns and simply 


enlarge both the storage and treatment pools. 

Another factor leading to that decLsion is that the town 
population Ls almost maxing out the capacity in the exist¬ 
ing lag(x>ns, she said. 

She said the big Issue is that the town iuhhIs to be able 
to store and treat more st'wage before any serious devel¬ 
opment can (X'cur in town. 

“So with the current plan, by the en<l of it, we should lx‘ 
able to accomnxxlate (a larger population)," she said. 

“Right now we don’t have sufficient tn*atnu>nt storage 
ca|)acity for very much devek)pment at this point. We’n* 
kind of lucky the lxx)m endec! - we would have had to 
c'ither work very quickly or hall that development." 

As it stands, the lagoons iillow for a population of about 
5,(KK), which Didsbury currently has, but when the upper 
hig(x>ns have Ixxm upgrades!, Henry said that the town's 
system will lx* able to accomnuxiate a ixipulalion of 
alx)ut 8,r)(H). 

“It’d lx> gcxxl to gel it IxTore a Ixxrm picks up again ;md 
wc‘ csm'l get rc'asonable price's from e-ontrae tors iu\d stuff 
like that," she nole'd.

in nearly $40,(HK) for the Rural Ride for 
Dad organization at the Colts’ fifth annual 
fundraising game, say officials. 

The Colts raised $:I2,00() with seven 
goals, while the Thrashers brought in 
about $7,200 with one goal, according to 
the final count after the game on Saturday, 
Feb. 16. This far surjiassed the goal of 
$.10,(XX) that organizers had hopeil for. 

Ride for Dad founder and president 
Garry Janz said it was an exciting game to 
watch, especially since each goal sconnl 
brought in more money for a good cause. 

“Everybody was cheering the whole way 
through and I’m so proud of these guys, 
you wouldn't believe it - 40 grand in one 
evening,” said Janz. 

He explained that all the money raised 
will stay in the province and will be put 
towards both research for, and to raise 
awareness of, prostate cancer. 

“I'm speechless - almost •$40,0(X). They’re 
amazing ambassadors for an amazing 


cause and they do more good, and not only 
with the money, but (in raising aware¬ 
ness),” he added. 

“I.,ast year they did $20,(XX), and this year 
they doubliHl it. It’s been a long time since 
I’ve stM'n this level of hor key and 1 was just 
amazed at how thesi' guys can fly around.” 

Dean llarjK'r, c’hair of the local Rural 
Ride for Dad chapter was excited about 
the results of the game. 

“We’re still in shock. And you know, 
once it’s all said and done, our final num¬ 
bers are going to be over $4(),(X)0, we 
think,” said Hardier. 

“That’s absolutely freaking awesome - 
and amazing. All of us at the rural (chap¬ 
ter), we quite honestly are still in shock 
and awe. It’s like ‘did that actually hap¬ 
pen’.'’” 

He noted that the Rural Ride for Dad 
chapter would like to thank both the Colts 
and Thrashers organizations and everyone 
that supported them in the game. 

“Really thost* numbers would not be the 
way they are unless they got the support 
they got from the community,” he said. 

The Thrashers did well for their first 
year, he added, noting that the Colts

brought in between $3,0()0 and $4,(XX) after 
their first charity game five years ago. 

The Thrashers were even talking to 
Harper alniut doing it again next yi'ar too, 
he said. 

“Talking to them they sound like they’re 
very enthusiastic about doing it next year, 
and that’s great for us to get the word out: 
get (your prostate) checked. We want to 
save your life, your dad’s, your grandpa’s, 
your son’s, and future grandson’s lives.” 

Fran Murphy, who came up with the idea 
five years ago, said she likes supporting 
Ride For Dad because it’s a charity that 
will benefit everyone in Alberta 

“What better place to work for than a 
local charity that's going to Ixmefit your 
own community,” she said. 

“There aren’t too many charities that 
work for men’s cancer - a lot of it is breast 
cancer - but when we get into the men’s 
cancers, it’s an opportunity for companies 
to help towards that, it’s great.” 

She was happy with the effort that the 
players jiul in for fundraising, she added. 

“And it’s not just the kids, it’s the par¬ 
ents. The parents that go out and get the 
sponsorships and work so hard for it, the 
kids do the pledges for goals,” she said. 

“And that’s the beauty of this association 
is we have parents who support the kids 
and support from the community and it’s 


awesome - just awesome. Thank you to 
the boys and hopefully we can save some 
men’s lives.” 

The Thrashers’ head coach Ian Hall 
briefly nn apped the game itself. 

“We didn’t do very well, we were battling 
last night for third (in the league) so we sat 
a bunch of guys and didn’t really have the 
effort we needed,” said Hall. 

“It was pretty good for our first year. We 
learned a few things and maybe a few 
things we might do different, and if we try 
again with Didsbury next year, it should be 
g(K)d.” 

Mike Clark, assistant coach for the 
Colts, said now that the Thrashers have 
seen first-hand what a big event it is, they 
can raise just as much as the Colts if they 
try again next year. 

“Fran (Murphy) is such a trooper,” said 
Clark. “We have her, and it’s her baby so 
it’s hard not to want to try hard, so I think 
that’s what the guys were doing. So I think 
now that Three Hills sees it, next year 
they’ll get a little more, because it’s going 
for a really good cause and that’s very 
important.” 

He said prostate cancer is going to affect 
every single one of the players in one way 
or another, and to help rais«> awareness 
and research through fundraising is a 
worthwhile cause.

Both Barnes and Son 
appeared in court in 
Didsbury the following day, 
Feb. 11, where Banu's was 
ndeastnl after Inung c-liarged 
with possessing break-in 
instruments, breaking and 
entering, committing theft, 
and mischief, said 
Jacol)son. 

Son continued to be held 
in custody after being 
chargtHl with posst'ssion of 
brt^ak-in iastruments, break¬ 
ing and enU'ring, theft, mis¬ 
chief, pos.session of a 
weapon for a dangerous 
purpose, and resisting 
arrest, |K)lice reported. 

“Mr. Son was found to 
have a knife in his posses¬ 
sion," clarified Jacobson. 

“We’re pleased that the 
person who came across 
this was on the ball enough 
to give the police a call so 
we could get there in a tum»- 
ly manner and make the 
am*sts," he said. 

“The theft of copper has 
been an issue in the area 
and it’s definitely positive 
holding perpetrators 

accountable." 

The Didsbury RCMP 
detachment is continuing its 
investigation, seeking any 
possible links between 
these individuals and other 
st-enes that have been tar¬ 
geted for copper wire, said 
Jacobson. 

“As of right now, we don’t 
have anything to say they 
were involved in other loca¬ 
tions, but we’re continuing 
to investigate these anglt's," 
he said.

Budget must 
maintain 
vital services

With the Redford goveninient set to table its new 
budget on March 7, residents and municipalit ies in 
West Central Alberta can Ih' excused for being 
anxioas about just how bad the news may be. 

For the past several months, 
I*remier Alison Bedford has 
been saying the province’s fis¬ 
cal health is anything but 
robust and that the govern¬ 
ment will be making tough 
choices with its new budget. 

Just exactly what those 
tough choices will be remains 
to be seen, making next 
week’s budget one of the most 
widely anticipated in recent 
years. 

However, one thing that is 
already known is that govermnent may be open to 
taking on more debt to finance high-priority con¬ 
struction and infrastructure projects. 

Judging from past experience, some of that new 
borrowing could come in the form of more public- 
private partnershi[)s, also known as P3s. 

With P3s, a government enters into an agreement 
with private partners, who finance part or all of 
the project cost , and are then repaid, with interest, 
over the period of the agreement. 

“There was much comment about the fact this 
isn’t about incurring debt, this is about assimiing 
risk,” said Premier Redford. “That thest' are .still 
assets that continue to be publicly owned, but they 
allow us to build them in a more effective way.” 

If the government does opt for more P3 financ¬ 
ing as part of its inmiediate and long-term plans. 
West ('eniral Alberta must get its fair share of 
those P3 projects, including for the much-needed 
upgrade of the Highway 27 and QE II intersection 
and maybe for flood protection work along the 
Red Deer River. 

Wildrose official Opposition leader Danielle 
Smith says P3s are nothing more than another 
form of debt and, as such, are bad policy when it 
comes to Alberta’s long-tenn fiscal health. 

“We simply do not believe that once you start 
down the track of borrowing money that a govern¬ 
ment will ever stop,” said Smith. 

Yet if P3s can be used to addn*ss vital projects - 
as f)pposed to making m^jor cuts to services such 
as health care, environmental protection and edu¬ 
cation - shouldn’t the government at the very least 
consider using them? 

Tliere’s no (juestion that the province’s finiutces 
have fallen into a very sorry state these days - the 
PCs say that is due to lower than expected 
resource revenue, while opposition parties blame 
chronic Tory misnuuiagement and extremely p(K)r 
long-tenn (ilanning. 

Whatev(*r the reason for the province’s current 
p(M)r financial w(m*s, West Central Albertans will 
b(‘ expecting the Rcslford govenunenf to continue 
huilding and maintaining key infrastnicture, 
iiuiuding c'nsuring area higliways are safe.

Want a sales tax? Then drop another tax

across Alberta started discussing 
whether a provincial .sales tax makes 
sense, my colleague's at the Fraser 
Institute studienl the issue and pub¬ 
lished a .sc'ries of es.says on this exact 
topic. Among the 

authors was Michael Walker, the 
founding executive director of the 
Institute who, as far back as the 1970s, 
dLsciLs.sed the matter with Noliel lau¬ 
reates such as Milton FrieHlman. 

It was Friedman who once stated 
that, while he was in favoim of any tax 
cut, “some tax cuts are better than 
others.’’ 

In 2007, three of my colleague 
l(K)ked at what tyjH's of tax are more*, 
and k'ss, danuiging. While the report’s 
title - “Tax EITiciency” - was admit- 
tcxlly dry, their point was in the subti¬ 
tle - “Not all taxes are creaUni etiual.” 

What did they mean by this? Some 
tax«»s, they foimd, greatly hinder the 
ability of an economy to prosjH'r, 
while other taxes are less damaging. 
And why dcK's that matter? Ik'caasc' 
jobs and our standard of living are the 
rt>sult of millions of individual dec i- 
siorvs which can 1 h' lu'gatively impac I- 
ed by the wrong lyi)e 
of taxes. 

For exiunple, Albc'tla could 
incn'asc' cori)orale Uixes, ot\ly to .sc'e 
busine.ss flee to Saskatchewan or 
Texas. Or it could tax high-income 
c*anu‘rs, as den's QuelHH-, making it 
more difficult to attract physicians 
with a ncH'dcHl sihh ialty to Alln'rta 

The* |M)int Is that the wrong lyjH's - 
and level - of taxc's arc* c'conomy- 
wrecking, Jolvkillc'rs. A scn-ic'ty gels 
the' iH'st bang for the- buck whc'ii taxc's 


are lower. And, like it or not, a .sale's 
tax Is the least damaging tax that 
exists. 

Here’s another rc'ason why a sale's 
tax make's economic sease: when |kx>- 
ple visit Alt)erta a sale's tax would 
ensure visitors help contribute to the 
tax coffers, to tlee “upkc'ep," of the 
province. That would help lighten the 
burden on the tvst of us. And as long 
as sale's taxc's come with government 
n'fund chc'quc's to the p(M)re'st, thc'y 
are workable. 

However... 

Any tiilk of a .sale's tax in Allx'rta 
should be accompanied by the 
rc'quin'nu'nt that it l)e revenue neutral 
and In’ c'omplc'tely offsc't by the al)oli- 
tion of some other, more harmful tax, 
such as personal income tax. 
Otherwise', forget it. 

Any tax refonn pn'inised on the 
notion that Alberta has a re'venue 
problem Is mlsguidcHi. Aelju.ste'd for 
inflation, Albc'tla’s |)er ca()ita prognun 
s|)e'nding JumfH'd to $1(),.’)26 |H'r jH'r- 
son this year from a mid-19tK)s low of 
$(),82.'); that’s a .'>4 per c'ent jump in rc'al 
tc'nns. AllH-rta’s biggc'st problc'in has 
eilways Ihh'ii that it Ic'ts siH'iiding get 
out of control. The exaei tax mix is 
scH-ondary to that issue'. 

Until AllH'rta dc'als with its high 
spc'nding problem, it won’t matter 
what kind of taxc's the provincial gov- 
c'mment Ic'vit's - iinlc'ss of course', the 
provincial govc'nmu'nt’s ultimate' aim 
Is to turn AllH'tla into another high- 
tax, c'conomy-wrc'c king, job-killing 
Wc'stem version of (Juc'Ih'c.

Tleat means that govemmc'nts don’t 
Hex'd to be* involvc'd in picking win¬ 
ners and losc'rs in tlie marketplace 
through conK)rate' welfan' and other 
fonns of crony ca{)italism. Thc'y do 
nc'C'd Ix' more' fex’nse'd on the protex-- 
tion of pro{X'rly and jx'rsoas. 

In other words, it make's a kit of 
.sense' to protc'cl pc'ople and their 
pro|X'rty, to rc'scue kids from awful 
sitiiatioiLs and to protc'c-t borek'rs. It 
makes little' se'n.se' to sacrifiex' liix pro- 
eex'ds for some- |K)lilie ian’s lalc'st .silly 
idc'a on how to divc'rsify the ex-ononty.

lMK)k,” she said. 

“Ami at that time, they may have looked 
at it and detennined that it had since l)een 
banned for pul)lication. . .;md there's fimwl 
reason, so we prol)at)ly would have with¬ 
drawn it, but we didn't have the option." 

Kosinski was on the lil)rciry Iroard at the 
time, and finds it interesting that the 
Canadian Jewish ('ongress wrote a letter 
to tlie Didsbury library txiard, stating that 
they did not olyect to thosr* kinds of Irooks 
l)eing in a public library. 

She .said all they asked was that books 
like that be catalogtied under ‘Holocaust 
Denial’ rather than ‘History.’ 

“Even the congn'ss was not saying to 
bum the bcmk, they were saying that it 
needed to bt> defined for what it was," she 
added. 

“We’ve had a couple of children’s bcMiks 
that some j)eople have found objection¬ 
able for their own reasons...a couple of 
times, pc'ople have said ‘1 don’t think this is 
an appropriate book, 1 don’t think this is 
the right thing for young children,’ for 
whatever reason." 

In many cases, these books are in the 
library because they have won awards, are 
well-written, or have been critically 
acclaimed, she said. 

“So we chost> to kcH'p it on the shelf, and 
just reminded the person that c'veryone 
has a choice to read it or not - we’re not 
forcing everyone to read the same materi¬ 
al, we’re just making it available. 

“I mean, it sounds a little bit facetious to 
say this, but if we took off the shelf c’very 
book that every person might object to, we 
could well end up with nothing on the 
shelf, bc'causc' |H’ople object to books in 
libraric's for a whole range of reasons." 

She noted, especially with children’s 
books, that even though parents may dis- 
agrcH* with the me.ssage, for one rc'ason or 
anothc'r, the books still give them a chance 
to share their thoughts with their children 
on that particular subjc'ct. 

The library started an adult reading chal¬ 
lenge last week, she tinted, encouraging 
adults to read a variety of fonnats, from 
graphic novels to teen-oriented books, as 
well as challenged novels. 


Libraries across Canada are celebrating 
Freedom to Read Week and the Didsbury 
Municipal Library is no exception. 

Manager Inez Kosinski said it’s a tradi¬ 
tion that was established by the Ctuiadian 
Peritxlical Council to bring awareness to 
iasues of censorship and intellectual free¬ 
dom. 

“So they declared the la.st week in 
February to be freedom to read week each 
year, and they proride jxisters, material 
and infonnation," said Kosinski. 

“And they have a website that has all 
kinds of infonnation and commentary on 
the issues of censorship and freedom to 
read." 

One of the issues, in relation to libraries, 
is that some people will challenge bixiks 
and ask them to Ih‘ removed from school 
and public library .shelves for one reason 
or another, she noted. 

“(And that’s) based on their own politi¬ 
cal views or religious views," she said. 

“And really what the Canadian Ubrary 
A.ssociation subscribes to is a statement 
on intellectual freedom that says people 
are entitled to express themselves and to 
have their opinions. It’s up to each of us 
what we choose to read. It’s not up to 
someone else to choosi* for us," she added. 

She mentioned one book that was at the 
library a few yeiu?> ago, containing an 
author’s opinion on the IIolix-aiLst - claim¬ 
ing that it did not happen and that it was 
all a Jewish conspiracy. 

The book was taken to the RCMl’ by a 
patron who objected to it, and becaase it 
was a banned book, the police shredded it 
and then infonued the library what they 
did, she said. 

The book, which was acquired in the 
’()0s, had Ixxm banned by Canada Customs 
for inciting hatred, but the library wasn't 
aware of it and the Ixxik went unnoticed 
for a number of years, she said, noting that 
this took place before she worked at the 
library. 

"The conci'ni was that slu' should have 
brought it to the library board’s attention 
with a ri'qui'st for reconsideration of a

Two current Didsbury councillors and the mayor have 
confirmed their plans not to run in the municipal election 
this October. 

Mayor Brian Wittal and councillors Gayle 
Veno and F’eter Versluys have announced 
early that they will not s€*ek re-election, in 
ho|)es that others may start considering taking 
on their roles l)efore the elwtion. 

{'oun. (layle Veno talked about her n>ason 
for resigning. 

“1 have st'rvt'd three terms on council,” said 
Veno, “Which is a total of nine years. 1 find 
that having served that many years, that it is 
lH*st to leave when you are finding good about 
what you are passing on to the next council 
members.” 

She has l>een vcK’al on council about members staying 
for too many terms and not Ixdng as effective as they ini¬ 
tially were, she said, adding that she would personally like 
to see a caf) of thrw* consecutive terms, esjK'cially now 
that terms are going to be four years instead of three. 

“Also 1 think at this time in nty life 1 am look¬ 
ing forward to what is next. 1 have had a great 
nine years and am proud to have served with 
my council members over the nine years,” she 
said. 

“I wish those that ^u•e planning to run again 
the b«*st of luck, and 1 hop«‘ that the openings 
for council will find some good candidates.” 

Coun. Peter Versluys said he has eryoyed 
his time on council and that the benefits have 
outweighed the challenges. 

“As someone who appreciates conversa¬ 
tions and the sharing of personal stories 1 feel 
so fortunate for having had the opportunity to 
talk to so many people about so many issues over the 
course of this term,” .said Versluys, noting that many con¬ 
versations were outside of the count il chambers. 

“Many of these conversations have taken place at either 
the post office or grocery store,” he noted. 

“When people shared either concerns or possibilities, I 
did my best to listen and respond and to share with coun¬ 
cil.” 


Versluys has sat on several boards and commissions in 
town, helping to strengthen the fabric of the community, 
but also tmcouraging others to volunttH*r. 

HLs decision not to run again was motivated by other 
interests that he wants to pursue, such as travelling and 
other personal endeavours, he said. 

He eryoyed debating with other councillors 
and the mutual respect that they show to 
each other, even while disagreeing, he addcsl. 

“Although we can have very infonnative 
debates we can move on without any hard 
feelings if the vote goes against you.” 

Some of the challenges he experienced 
while on ct)uncil included actjusting to elec¬ 
tronic agendas, long meetings, late nights, 
and tinte away fron» his family, 
he said. 

“1 believe that a plain lan¬ 
guage initiative would improve 
the readability and accessibility of regulato¬ 
ry documents,” he added. “1 regret that I did 
not find a way to help this idea take flight.” 

F'or potential candidates who may Ih> con¬ 
sidering running for council, he .said now is 
the time to start gathering 
information and thinking about 
a campaign approach, noting 
that the website 

(www.eoep.ca) is a good place 
to start. 

“F'or someone that is going to run for elec¬ 
tion 1 would say don’t go in with an agenda of 
what (they) think should happen, such as 
they may not like .some of the staff and want 
to get elected so they can get that person 
fired,” he said. 

“If you have a (personal) agenda or an axe 
to grind, it just doesn't represtmt the be.st for 
counc-il and can cau.se hardship and discontent. You 
should run for election lH*cau.se you think you can provide 
good infonnation and represent the people who voted for 
you.” 

Mayor Brian Wittal said he is not seeking re-election pri¬ 
marily from a personal pt'rspective, wanting to spend 
more time with his family and on his business. 

“Nine years on council I think is enough and I believe 


that we’ve lH*en able to do sonu* good things and help 
point Didsbury in a gocnl direction for the future,” said 
Wittal, noting that the change to a four-year term also 
played a role in his dev'ision. 

“I think it’s time for .somebody new to step up and take 
on the challenge and take it forward from here.” 

One point that he wants to stre.ss is that the positioti 
comes with a steep learning curve, he said. 

“There’s definitely more responsibility placed on that 
position as the head of council, as the represtmtative of 
the community and the voice for your town at the provin¬ 
cial and federal levels,” he said. 

“F’or an individual to want to take on that role, honestly 
1 would not advise anybody to look at doing that unless 
they spend some time on council prior to that. 

“F’rom a learning perspective first, because 
you need to learn and understand the municipal 
environntent, the operations of the town, how it 
runs, how it operates...and be comfortable 
with that before you can realistically step into 
the role of mayor and honestly believe that 
you’re going to be able to do a good job on 
behalf of the residents.” 

If somebody is .serious about doing the job 
right, they should be willing to take the time to 
serve as a councillor before taking on that kind 
of a role, he added. 

He said he will still be involved and attend 
council meetings, becau.se he still wants to take part in 
the process, but would like to hand off the responsibility 
to some new people. 

“I’m going to be following things, and when I have ques¬ 
tions, I’ll be asking questions about things...and try to be 
involved and help where I can, because I believe that’s 
what’s going to help down the road to make Didsbury bet¬ 
ter,” he said. 

“But then I can do that as I choose. I’m not obligated to 
have to be at meetings or functions. Thost' are great 
things and that’s part of what I really eryoy about it - is 
just to promote Didsbury, promote to the youth in our 
community what council does...tho.se are a lot of the fun 
parts of the job. 

“The day-to-day nmning of the town and everything else 
is the nece.ssity, n\aking sure things are nm properly.”

Fax-based scam 

Even the Didsbury RCMP Detachment is the target of 
potential scammers on occasion, as last week, they 
received a fax saying that there is $.53 million being held 
in custody at a bank in South Africa, said Jacobson. 

He noted that this is a typical scam - in this case, 
received through fax - in which the sender promises a cut 
of the money if they can get the help of their target in 
retrieving that money. 

“Typically with these, somebody looks at it and says, 
'Oh, well that would be great - .30 per cent of $i>4 million, 
that's not too bad either - it's more than 1 have now,' and 
people would actually follow through," said Jacobson. 

(Isually, the fraudsters will ask for smaller amounts of 
money to help 'take care of paperwork' to get the money 
released from the bank, he added. 

Because the fraudsters are based overseas, there is 
often nothing that local police can do to help once the 
money has been .sent, he said. 

“There is nothing from a policing perspective that we 
could ever do if somebody sent the money...some people 
will actually buy into it, and obviously it’s a mass fax

that’s sent to who knows how many thousand fax 
machines." 

He encourages everybody to be on the lookout for 
scams like thest', and that if it sounds too good to be true, 
it probably is. 

Hit and run

female driver with curly blonde hair, had ultimately 
scraped alongside of this vehicle. 


“There would be damage to the white vehicle on the 
passenger side. The newer red Dodge that was struck has 
sustained damage to the driver side," he added. 

The witness police are seeking observed the hit and run 
and pas.sed on the information to the owner of the 
vehicle. 

He said the indication on file was that the driver of the 
white car was aware of the incident, and police are ask¬ 
ing her to come in and report the incident. 

Proactive patrols 

Jacobson wants to inform the public that officers have 
recently been ramping up their proactive patrols around 
town, and to remind residents to obey all traffic signs, as 
well as wear seatbelts. 

“It’s certainly something that we’re out doing and we’re 
focused on this month and the next month, and we’re 
going to continue to just do the random (patrols), take a 
look, see what we can see, and address it." 

He added that police are also looking for drivers to 
come to a complete stop, as well as obey posted speeds.
